Those  of  you  who  follow  hockey  know  that  the 
1955-56  edition  of  the  New  York  Rangers  was  one  of 
the  best  hockey  teams  New  York  has  had  for  several 
years.  In  discussing  the  improvement  in  the  team  with 
a  group  of  sports  writers,  the  coach  is  reported  to  have 
said,  "We  have  made  few  plaver  changes;  we  are  playing  the  same  aggresive  style  of  hoc- 
key; we  play  in  the  same  rink  before  much  the  same  crowd  as  in  other  years,  but  the  big 
change  has  come  about  because  we  have  eliminated    sloppiness." 

What  happened  to  the  New  York  Rangers  is  not  new.  It  has  happened  on  many  oc- 
casions to  all  sorts  of  people;  to  musical  organizations,  such  as  bands,  orchestras  and  choirs; 
to  military  units  of  all  kinds  and,  in  fact,  to  any  organization  where  people  have  to  work 
or  play  together.  History  is  replete  with  incidents  where  coaches,  teachers,  generals,  direc- 
tors, preachers  and  others  have  been  able  to  spot  the  weakness  in  their  organization,  do 
something  about  it,  eliminate  the  sloppiness,  and  mould  the  organization  under  their  juris- 
diction  into   a    successful   unit. 

This  is  particularly  true  of  school  work.  Teachers  are  continually  on  the  alert  to  make 
you  "better  than  you  are."  Those  of  you  who  know  your  Latin  recognize  that  the  word 
"education"  is  derived  from  the  Latin  "e"  and  "duco"  meaning  "to  lead  out".  In  other 
words,  the  job  of  the  teacher  is  to  draw  out  the  best  that  is  in  you.  The  good  teacher 
uses  many  devices  to  encourage  you  to  do  the  best  you  can.  He  or  she  is  constantly  trying 
to  eliminate  sloppiness  in  your  work. 

To  be  more  specific,  let  us  illustrate  from  some  of  your  school  subjects,  games  and 
other  activities.  English  is  the  most  important  subject  on  the  course  of  study.  You  have  to 
be  constantly  alert  if  you  are  going  to  speak  and  write  English  correctly.  How  many  times 
have  you  caught  yourself  slipping  back  to  "ya"  or  "comin"  or  "goin"  or  writing  a  sentence 
which  has  no  meaning.  If  you  check  your  errors  in  mathematics,  you  will  likely  find  that 
many  of  them  are  caused  by  careless  mistakes  in  simple  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication 
or  division.  In  typewriting,  do  you  watch  the  keys?  In  shorthand,  do  you  guess  at  the 
meaning  of  the  outline?  In  basketball,  do  you  close  your  eyes  when  you  shoot?  In  rugby, 
do  you  carry  the  ball  in  the  wrong  hand,  or  in  figure  skating,  do  you  do  the  inside  when  it 
should  be  the  outside  edge?  In  music,  do  you  try  "to  get  by"  with  incorrect  fingering,  or 
in   shooting,   do  you   jerk  your  arm  when  you   pull    the    trigger? 

Sloppiness  in  school  or  in  any  other  activity  may  be  considered  as  anything  which  pre- 
vents you  from  doing  your  best  work.  The  teacher  or  coach  who  helps  you  to  eliminate 
sloppiness  in  your  work  can  raise  you  from  the  realm  of  a  mediocre  student  to  that  of  a 
champion.

This  year  there  were  many  in  favour  of 
discontinuing  the  Oracle.

The   Growth  Of  Canadian  Autonomy 

"With  glowing  hearts  we  see  thee  rise". 
Yes,  we  have  seen  Canada,  this  fair  land  of 
ours,  rise  from  its  turbulent,  insignificant 
beginning  to  attain  nationhood,  and  until  to- 
day, has  won  a  place  for  herself  in  the  world. 

All  this  could  not  have  been  done  with- 
out the  iron  will,  the  great  determination,  and 
the  marvelous  foresight  of  the  fathers  of  our 
Dominion.  Names,  such  as  Baldwin,  Mac- 
Donald,  Laurier,  and  Borden,  woven  through- 
out the  pages  of  our  country's  history,  serve 
to  convey  to   us  our  wonderful   heritage. 

The  winning  of  responsible  government 
in  1848  was  the  first  landmark  in  Canada's 
growth.  Then  in  1859  she  took  a  daring  step 
in  asserting  herself.  She  imposed  a  tariff  of 
her  own  which  burdened  manufactured  goods 
from  abroad,  including  British,  with  heavier 
duties.  Canada  said,  in  defence,  that  respon- 
sible government  was  meaningless  if  a  colony 
could  not  control  its  own  economic  life.  As 
a  result,  it  was  recognized  that  free  trade  for 
Britain  also  involved  freedom  for  the  colonies 
to  settle  their  own  trade  and  tariff  policies. 

As  we  all  know,  we  celebrate  the  first 
of  July  as  our  Dominion  Day.  Yes,  back  in 
1867,  the  Imperial  Parliament  passed  the 
British  North  America  Act,  which  created  our 
Dominion  of  Canada.  Confederation  was  a 
definite  assertion  of  Canada  not  to  be  ab- 
sorbed by  her  great  neighbour  to  the  south. 
Confederation  also  maintained  Canada  as  a 
nation  under  the  British  crown.  However,  the 
British  parliament  still  could  pass  laws  for 
Canada  and  still  completely  managed 
Canada's  foreign  affairs.  Canadian  acts 
could  still  have  been  disallowed,  and  the 
Privy  Council  could  declare  laws  unconstitu- 
tional. Nevertheless,  confederation  is  a  mile- 
stone   in    the    growth    of   Canadian    autonomy. 

During  the  first  age  of  the  Dominion, 
Canada  began  to  assume  some  of  the  basic 
duties  of  a  nation;  that  of  defending  itself 
when  in  1871  the  last  British  troops  left  our 
soil.     We  were   beginning  to  grow  up. 


There  were  problems  to  be  settled  with 
the  United  States,  but  only  Britain  could 
settle  them.  However  when  a  Joint  High 
Commission  met  in  Washington  in  I  87  I ,  Sir 
John  A.  MacDonald  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  British  delegation.  This  was  the  first 
time  that  one  of  Canada's  own  representa- 
tives took  part  in  an  international  negotiation 
and  could  speak,  (little  though  it  was,) 
specifically  for  Canada's  interests.  Canada 
soon  felt  that  she  should  be  allowed  to  make 
trade  treaties  without  British  interference, 
and  to  help  achieve  this,  a  Canadian  High 
Commissioner  to  Britain  was  appointed  in 
I  879.  Canada  was  still  not  allowed  to  take 
diplomatic  action  independent  of  Britain,  but 
for  practical  purposes,  she  had  gained  the 
right  to  regulate  her  own  trade  regulations 
with  foreign  countries. 

Time  went  on,  and  as  Britain  was  drawn 
into  the  European  rivalries  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,  it  became  apparent  that  her  diplo- 
macy might  have  serious  consequences  for 
Canada.  She  had  no  voice  in  British  foreign 
policy,  and  if  Britain  should  become  involved 
in  a  war,  what  could  Canada  do?  In  1899 
Britain  did  just  that;  she  was  fighting  in  the 
Boer  War  in  South  Africa,  and  so,  Canada 
feeling  her  obligation  sent  armed  forces  over- 
seas, where  they  were  placed  in  no  special 
Canadian  group  —  just  blended  in  with  the 
British   forces. 

In  the  years  immediately  following  the 
Boer  War,  Germany  and  Britain  entered  on 
a  grim  naval  race.  The  cost  of  a  large 
British  fleet  was  enormous,  and  since  the 
Royal  Navy  defended  the  whole  empire, 
Britain  thought  that  the  colonies  should  help 
finance  it.  Laurier  hung  back  and  said  that 
Canada  would  not  be  committed  where  she 
could  not  influence.  His  striking  words  were, 
"If  you  want  our  aid,  call  us  to  your  councils". 
In  the  meantime,  time  was  running  out,  and 
when  on  August  4,  1914,  the  cables  and  wire- 
less telegraphs  flashed  the  message  "war" 
across  the  Atlantic,  Canada  for  the  first  time 
found  herself  flung  into  the  midst  of  world 
affairs.

The  Science  Seminar 

In  November,  1955,  a  group  of  Upper 
School  students  gathered  with  Mr.  Runnalls  in 
room  305  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  forming 
a  discussion  group  which  would  centre  around 
subjects  of  general  scientific  interest.  The 
result  was  the  Senior  Science  Seminar,  with 
the  purpose  of  presenting  to  students  infor- 
mation on  various  fields  of  science  to  day. 
This  enables  all  interested  students  to  con- 
sider the  various  aspects  when  thinking  of 
science  as   a   career. 

The  meetings  consist  of  two  types,  which 
are  held  every  other  Wednesday.  At  one 
type  of  meeting,  members  of  the  Seminar 
present  previously  prepared  papers  on  topics 
of  interest;  at  the  other  an  outside  speaker 
of  some  profession  comes  to  speak  about  his 
work.  A  general  discussion  period  is  held 
after  the  meetings  —  thus  the  name  Science 
Seminar.  Some  of  the  speakers  have  been 
Mr.  Vance  (Engineering),  Mr.  Karn  (Tubercu- 
lar medicine),  Mr.  Perry  (Electronics),  and 
Mr.  Nesbitt  (St.  Lawrence  Seaway).  Some 
papers  presented  by  groups  have  dealt  with 
the  hydrogen  bomb,  atomic  energy  in 
Canada,    and   the    RH    blood   factor. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Runnals  for 
initiating  this  group  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  a  benefit  to  the  students  of  W.C.I.

This  year,  for  the  second  in  succession, 
the  annual  school  show  featured  a  variety 
night.  The  show,  called  "Madcap  Moods", 
was  divided  into  two  sections  with  a  forty- 
five  minute  intermission  coming  in  between 
halves.  As  the  cast  numbered  over  130,  it  is 
impossible  to  mention  them  all  separately, 
but  everyone  did  an  excellent  job  and  the 
show  was  a  complete  success.

For 
several  weeks  previous  to  these  nights,  the 
school  was  humming  with  activity  as  the 
show  was  put  together.  The  cast  had  several 
rehearsals  and  finished  up  with  one  final  dress 
rehearsal  on  March  8.

The  comedy 
song  and  dance  routine,  "Men  About  Town" 
was  very  well  done  and  this  preceded  the 
second  skit,  a  Latin  version  of  the  well  known 
fairy-tale,  Red  Riding  Hood,  "Rubracuculla". 
This  was  done  in  true  showmanship  fashion, 
complete  with  commercials.  Then,  as  the 
audience  heard  the  first  strains  of  the  Tennes- 
see Wig  Walk,  two  "Birds  of  a  Feather"  on 
to  do  their  dance  number  to  this  tune.  The 
"Red  and  White  Hot  Five"  presented  a  jazz 
session  which  put  the  audience  in  a  toe-tap- 
ping mood  in  preparation  for  the  next  num- 
ber, which  was  the  "Charleston".  This  num- 
ber must  have  recalled  many  nostalgic 
memories     to     the     older     members     of     the 


audience,  as  amid  a  scene  straight  from  the 
"Roaring  Twenties",  the  first  portion  of 
"Madcap  Moods"  came  to  an  end. 

During  the  intermission  displays  were 
arranged  in  the  Sewing  and  Home  Economics 
Rooms,  the  Art  Room,  the  Metal  and  Wood 
Shops.  There  were  also  demonstrations  in  the 
Typing  and  Science  rooms  as  well  as  in  the 
Gymnasium. 

Part  two  of  variety  night  opened  to  give 
us  a  glimpse  into  a  gay  Parisian  Cafe,  as  the 
Girls'  Glee  Club  presented  several  songs  and 
dances  which  included,  among  others,  "C'est 
La  Vie",  "C'est  Si  Bon,"  "The  Last  Time  I 
Saw  Paris,"  "Moments  to  Remember",  and 
"The  Dance  of  the  Flowers."  In  the  next 
number  we  were  told  all  about  Jimmy  Mc- 
Callum's  "Girl  Friend"  and  then  "Highway- 
man" came  in  pushing  his  horse.  This  skit  was 
a  take-off  on  Alfred  Noye's  ballad,  the  High- 
wayman, and  as  shown  in  the  finale,  the  hero 
possessed  a  horse  who  could  do  the  Bunny 
Hop.  Another  comedy  routine  featured  three 
sailors  who  had  apparently  lost  their  ship  and 
were  trying  vainly  to  find  it  as  they  sang, 
"Has  Anybody  Seen  Our  Ship"?  The  semi- 
pantomine  version  of  "Daddy"  was  the  second 
to  last  number  in  the  show  and  the  "Madcap 
Moods"  were  brought  to  an  end  by  two 
dances,  "The  Israeli  Dance",  and  the  "Maori 
Stick   Dance." 

The  finale,  featuring  the  entire  cast,  was 
a  scene  of  excited  gaiety  and  revelry  (in  the 
form  of  Mardi  Gras),  complete  with  balloons 
and  confetti.  Following  the  finale  on  Friday 
Night  all  those  who  helped  with  the  arrange- 
ment and  production  of  the  show,  were  pre- 
sented with  gifts  from  the  cast.

Your  school  will  offer  you  many  opportunities  for  growth.  It  will  unfold  for  those  who 
seek,  the  knowledge  and  skills  of  scholarship,  the  techniques  of  the  trades,  the  fairness  of 
the  playing  field.  Take  advantage  of  as  much  as  you  can.  Be  a  participator,  not  a  spec- 
tator.    Be  a  doer,  not  a  watcher.     You  get  only   what   you   give. 

Have  a  Hero;  emulate  the  great.  Fix  your  eyes  upon  the  mountain  top.  Face  the 
difficulties  of  the  darkened  valley  knowing  that  the  summit  can  be  reached  by  persistent 
effort. 

Keep  bright  before  your  eyes  the  two  words  presented  to  you  at  the  beginning.  Yours 
is  the  opportunity.  You  can,  if  you  will,  build  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  men  "A  Monu- 
ment which   time   cannot  erase".

Set  in  a  somber  array  of  piled  up  pieces, 
Huron  Park  opened  its  doors  to  two  hundred 
students  for  the  first  time  on  September  6, 
1955.  For  all  it  was  the  first  time  that  they 
had  entered  "Collegiate".  A  New  Staff  and 
a  New  Student  body  picked  its  way  over  and 
around  materials  to  the  second  floor  corridor 
to  stand  about  a  hastily  erected  platform. 

On  hand  to  greet  them,  to  encourage 
them,  to  set  their  feet  upon  the  way,  Mr. 
John  Burridge,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  with  characteristic  economy  of 
language  and  luxury  of  thought,  pointed  out 
the  great  opportunities  that  lay  before  the 
young  people  who  were  beginning  a  new 
school  career.  He  counselled  patience  with 
the  builders  whose  task  was  not  yet  com- 
pleted. He  urged  devotion  to  studies  which 
were  not  of  brick  and  steel,  but  of  human 
personalities. 

Rev.  J.  Harrison  conducted  the  devo- 
tional part  of  school  opening.  His  kindly 
words  was  a  personal  message  to  each  stu- 
dent. He  invoked  God's  blessing  upon  the 
new  undertaking  which  could  vastly  affect 
many  lives  in  the  community. 

The  hour  which  followed  was  filed  with 
so  much  detail  that  the  heads  began  to  swim. 
School  routine  and  organization  unfolded  be- 
fore us.  Teachers  introduced  us  to  some  of 
the  subject  outline  of  our  tasks  for  the  year. 
Many  queries  were  answered;  some  were  left 
unfulfilled. 

And  so  school  opened  at  Huron   Park. 


Our  Memorial  Service 

On  Nov.  I  Oth  the  first  Memorial  Day 
Service  was  held  at  our  school.  To  some  of 
us,  it  was  a  new  experience.  To  all  of  us  it 
was  a  day  impressed  upon  us  by  the  dignity 
and  solemnly  of  the  service. 

We  were  privileged  to  have  as  our 
guests  representatives  from  political,  munici- 
pal, and  service  organizations  within  our  city. 
These  were  our  friends  who  look  with  much 
more  than  passing  interest  upon  our  en- 
deavours. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Dr. 
H.  C.  Parrott  brought  greetings  to  the  school. 
"Yours  is  a  peculiar  trust"  he  said.  "You 
count  no  Honoured  Dead  among  your  Gradu- 
ates. Pray  God  that  it  may  be  always  so. 
I  ask  you,  rather,  to  remember  at  this  time, 
all  those  of  Oxford  County  who  have  passed 
to  their  reward,  demonstrating  those  qualities 
which  are  the  finest  in  our  way  of  life.  And 
while  you  remember  them,  I  ask  you  to  keep 
those  qualities  burning  brightly  in  your  lives." 

Canon,  the  Reverend  S.  Brownlee,  of 
London,  delivered  to  the  students  a  thought- 
ful message  appropriate  to  the  occasion.  In 
expressing  his  appreciation  of  being  associa- 
ted with  us  in  this  way,  he  called  upon  the 
students  to  put  first  in  their  lives  the  seeking 
of  wisdom  and  understanding  based  upon  the 
Golden    Rule. 

Barbara  Leslie  and  Helen  Jordan  were 
chosen  by  the  Students'  Council  to  act  as 
flower  bearers.  The  placing  of  flowers  at 
our  Font  was  a  solemn  moment  full  of  dignity 
and    meaning.

When  Mr.  Mcllveen,  our  Physical  Edu- 
cation director,  first  mentioned  this  to  us  our 
tongues  were  hanging  out  with  eagerness.
